Education  Department 
To  Grant  Graduate  Credit

Approval  of  two  courses  for  gradu- 
ate credit  in  the  education  and  psy- 
chology department  of  Avila  College 
has  been  received  from  the  North 
Central  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools.  The  two  courses 
for  graduate  credit  will  be  offered  for 
the  first  time  during  the  1975  summer 
session.  Applications  and  information 
will  be  available  after  March  15 
through  Sr.  Marie  Georgette  Esch- 
bacher,  chairman  of  the  department. 

Respond  to  Need 

In  announcing  the  initiation  of  the 
courses,  Sr.  Marie  Georgette  ex- 
plained that  “Since  the  approval  of  our 
first  special  education  program  in 
1962,  and  the  consequent  approval  of 
more  recently  developed  curricula  in 
1972,  the  departfnent  has  received  per- 
sistent requests  for  the  development 
of  a quality  program  at  the  graduate 
level.  We  have  recently  been  en- 
couraged in  this  direction  by  profes- 
sional colleagues  in  area  universities, 
because  of  the  heavy  demands  placed 
upon  their  institutions  by  applicants 
seeking  graduate  credits  for  special 
education  courses.”  She  also  stressed 
that  only  two  courses  for  graduate 
credit  are  available  and  that  a master’s 
degree  program  is  not  being  offered. 
The  graduate  credit  earned  may  be  ap- 
plied to  a master’s  degree  at  another 
institution  upon  the  approval  of  that 
institution.  The  two  courses  to  be  of- 
fered are  Behavior  Management  and 
Educational  Assessment. 

Quality  Program 

The  college  has  offered,  through  its 
department  of  education  and  psychol- 
ogy, a continually  growing  and  devel- 
oping program  of  quality  in  special 
education,  including  the  areas  of 
mental  retardation,  emotional  dis- 
turbance and  learning  disabilities, 
since  1 961 . These  programs  have  been 
planned  to  meet  the  needs  of  teachers, 
administrators,  school  districts,  and 
children  in  the  Kansas  and  Missouri 
geographic  area,  and  have  included 
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Tuition  Increases  for  75  - 76  Announced 


The  Finance  Committee  has  an- 
nounced tuition  increases  for  the 
1975-76  school  year.  Tuition  for  the 
full-time  student  will  be  $1 ,700  for  the 
year,  an  increase  of  $100  over  the  cur- 
rent year,  while  room  and  board  will  be 
$1,150,  an  increase  of  $50.  Fees  will 
remain  the  same. 

Tuition  per  credit  hour  for  the  part- 
time  day  student  will  be  $53,  an  in- 
crease of  $3  per  credit  hour;  fees  will 
remain  the  same.  Tuition  for  part-time 


preservice  and  inservice  teachers  and 
personnel.  There  are  currently  343 
majors  in  the  education  and  psychol- 
ogy department,  144  of  them  in 
special  education.  The  department 
also  serves  numbers  of  persons  with 
degrees  who  are  working  on  certi- 
fication. 


evening  students  and  those  attending 
Saturday  classes  will  be  $35  per  credit 
hour,  an  increase  of  $5  per  credit  hour; 
fees  included.  The  tuition  for  non- 
credit courses  will  be  $20  per  credit 
hour,  an  increase  of  $10  per  credit 
hour. 

Costs  Below  Others 

Summer  session  tuition  for  1975 
will  remain  at  $30  per  credit  hour  for 
evening  sessions.  Day  sessions  will 
be  $45  per  credit  hour,  an  increase  of 
$3.  Room  and  board  will  be  $42  per 
week. 

In  announcing  the  increases,  Sr. 
Olive  Louise,  president,  pointed  out 
that  Avila  College  maintains  a struc- 
ture of  costs  well  below  most  other 
private  institutions  in  Missouri.  She 
also  cited  the  college’s  excellent 
academic  programs  and  its  record  of 
operating  within  a budget.

Miss  Sally  Robertson,  veterans  co- 
ordinator, reports  that  nearly  250 
veterans,  dependents  of  veterans  and 
inservice  personnel  are  enrolled  at 
Avila  for  spring  semester  compared  to 
103  at  this  time  a year  ago.  Veterans 
recently  have  been  encouraged  to  pur- 
sue higher  education  by  the  passage 
of  the  Vietnam  Era  Veterans  Readjust- 
ment Assistance  Act  of  1974  which 
increased  benefits  to  Gl’s  by  nearly 
23%.
